Syrian opposition claims seat at Arab summit

DAMASCUS, Syria (AP) — 

Syria’s opposition took over 
the country's seat for the 
first time at an Arab summit 
Tuesday in a diplomatic 
triumph marred by severe 
divisions in the ranks of the 
Western-backed opposi¬ 
tion alliance. 

The opposition's ascension 
to representing the coun¬ 
try at the summit in Qatar, 
a key backer of the those 
fighting to topple Presi¬ 
dent Bashar Assad, dem¬ 


onstrated the extent of 
the regime’s isolation two 
years into a ferocious civil 
war that the U.N. says has 
killed an estimated 70,000 
people. 

In Damascus, the govern¬ 
ment on Tuesday blasted 
the Arab League’s deci¬ 
sion, portraying it as a sell- 
ing-out of Arab identity to 
please Israel and the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

“The shameful decisions it 
(Arab League) has taken 
against the Syrian people 


since the beginning of the 
crisis and until now have 
sustained our conviction 
that it has exchanged its 
Arab identity with a Zionist- 
American one,” said an 
editorial in the Al-Thawra 
newspaper, a government 
mouthpiece. 

The Qatari ruler, who 
chaired the summit, said 
the Syrian opposition de¬ 
serves “this representation 
because of the popular le¬ 
gitimacy they have won at 
home and the broad sup¬ 


port they won abroad and 
the historic role they have 
assumed in leading the 
revolution and preparing 
for building the new Syria.” 
In a further show of solidar¬ 
ity with anti-Assad forces, 
the Arab League endorsed 
the “right of each state" to 
provide the Syrian people 
and the Free Syrian Army 
with “all necessary means 
to ... defend themselves, 
including military means.”

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Ruling upends Knox attempt at normal life

SEATTLE (AP) — Since 
Amanda Knox was acquit¬ 
ted of murder in Italy, she 
has tried to return to the 
life she knew before be¬ 
coming an international 
media sensation. But her 
effort to keep a low profile 
as a college student in her 
hometown of Seattle was 
upended Tuesday, when 
Italy’s highest criminal 
court overturned her ac¬ 
quittal and ordered a new 
trial in the murder of British 
student Meredith Kercher. 
Knox said it was “painful” 
news after the trial showed 
the prosecution case was 


convicted of sexually as¬ 
saulting and stabbing 
Kercher. But investiga¬ 
tors suspected Knox and 
her ex-boyfriend Raffaele 
Sollecito were there too, 
though the couple first said 
they were not and had 
spent the night at Solleci- 
to’s place. 

But the two repeatedly 
contradicted each other 
during lengthy police inter¬ 
rogations, with Knox at one 
point telling investigators 
she was home the night 
of the murder and had 
to cover her ears against 
Kercher’s screams. She 
also accused a Congolese 
man of killing her, though 


and Sollecito. 

Italian law cannot compel 
Knox to return for the new 
trial. And family spokes¬ 
man David Marriott said it's 
“very doubtful” that Knox 
will make the trip. 

Instead, she will continue 
to attend the University of 
Washington, where she is 
a junior, he said. No public 
appearances were imme¬ 
diately planned. 

Candace Dempsey, a 
Seattle journalist and au¬ 
thor of “Murder in Italy,” 
a book about Knox, was 
stunned by the Italian high 
court decision.

Earthquake shakes swath of Mexico City 

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Earthquakes shook a broad swath of 
southern Mexico on Tuesday, causing buildings to sway in 
the capital and sending thousands fleeing into the streets 
as quake alarms sounded. But there were no immediate 
reports of damages or injuries. The U.S. Geological Survey 
said a magnitude-5.5 quake hit at 7:04 a.m. centered 
about 10 miles west-southwest of Pinotepa Nacional on 
the Pacific Coast and 227 miles south-southeast of Mexi¬ 
co City. A second quake struck near the same spot eight 
minutes later, causing people to evacuate tall buildings 
in the capital. The USGS calculated the magnitude of 
that quake at 5.1. □ 

Guyana FM claims economy to grow 5% 

GEORGETOWN, Guyana (AP) — Guyana’s finance minis¬ 
ter says the economy of the South American country is 
projected to grow by more than 5 percent this year due 
to a boost in production of gold, rice and bauxite. Ashni 
Singh says gold production is projected to grow nearly 3 
percent and rice production about 4 percent. He says 
bauxite production is expected grow by nearly 7 per¬ 
cent. However, Singh warns that Guyana's timber indus¬ 
try will likely decline by nearly 6 percent as a result of do¬ 
mestic and international monitoring. The country's sugar 
production also is expected to drop, due in part to labor 
shortages and bad weather. □ 

Peru declares oil contamination disaster 

LIMA, Peru (AP) — Peru's government declared an envi¬ 
ronmental state of emergency this week in a remote Am¬ 
azon jungle region it says has been affected by years of 
contamination at the country’s most productive oil fields, 
which are currently operated by Argentina-based Plus- 
petrol. Indigenous groups in the Pastaza River basin near 
the Ecuador border have been complaining for years 
about the pollution and the failure of successive govern¬ 
ments to address it. In declaring the emergency, Peru’s 
Environment Ministry said the contamination included 
high levels of lead, barium and chromium as well as pe¬ 
troleum-related compounds. □ 

UN tourism group applauds visa waivers 

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) — The U.N.'s tourism agency 
has praised Jamaica for waiving visa requirements for 
visitors from Eastern Europe and some nationals from 
Latin America. The World Tourism Organization says the 
visa waiver announced earlier this month is for travelers 
from Russia, Poland and other Eastern European nations 
visiting Jamaica for up to 30 days. Jamaica has also an¬ 
nounced an extension of an earlier visa waiver for tourists 
from Venezuela, Colombia and Panama. Organization 
head Taleb D. Rifai says Jamaica’s decision to ease visa 
policies generates new opportunities for growth of the 
tourism sector. □ 

Supporters of ex-dictator deny genocide 

GUATEMALA CITY (AP) — A group of retired soldiers and 
their relatives launched a campaign this week to deny 
that a genocide was carried out in Guatemala and to 
demand a fair trial for former dictator Jose Efrain Rios 
Montt. About 24 people began collecting 5,000 signa¬ 
tures in support of their campaign outside the Supreme 
Court's building in Guatemala City, where Rios Montt is 
being tried on charges of genocide and crimes against 
humanity. The protesters held signs that read “There was 
no genocide here” and “Respect to military dignity and 
historic truth” as speakers blasted Guatemala’s national 
anthem and military marches. □

The court’s first major exam¬ 
ination of gay rights in 10 
years continues Wednes¬ 
day, when it will hear the 
first challenge it has ac¬ 
cepted to the 1996 federal 
Defense of Marriage Acf, 
which defines marriage as 
a union between a man 
and a woman. Former 
President Bill Clinton signed 
it into law but has recently 
spoken publicly against it. 
The law forbids nationwide 
recognition of same-sex 
marriages and bars mar¬ 
ried gay and lesbian cou¬ 
ples from receiving federal 
benefits. 

President Barack Obama 
has been increasingly vo¬ 
cal in support of gay rights 
after coming out on the is¬ 
sue during last year's presi¬ 
dential race, and his ad¬ 
ministration has weighed in 
on behalf of the two same- 
sex couples who brought 
the California case. 

There is no guarantee the 
conservative-leaning Su¬ 
preme Court will rule in a 
similar direction, and jus¬ 
tices hinted Tuesday that 
they would not make a 
broad ruling on so new 
an issue. The case could 
produce a number of rul¬ 
ings, ranging from uphold¬ 


ing the California ban to 
striking it down in a fash¬ 
ion that would erase such 
bans nationwide. The court 
is not expected to rule be¬ 
fore late June. 

Opponents of gay mar¬ 
riage have expressed con¬ 
fidence that the justices 
will rule their way, and 
even some gay rights ac¬ 
tivists have worried that the 
court has taken up the is¬ 
sue too soon. Supporters of 
same-sex marriage hope 
for a ruling that will be the 
21st century equivalent of 
the court’s 1967 decision 
in Loving v. Virginia that 
struck down state bans on 
interracial marriage. 
Several justices, including 
some liberals who seemed 
open to gay marriage, 
raised doubts that the case 
was properly before them. 
Justice Anthony Kennedy, 
the potentially decisive 
“swing” vote on a closely 
divided court, suggested 
that the court could dismiss 
the case with no ruling at 
all. 

Such an outcome would 
almost certainly allow gay 
marriages to resume in 
California but would have 
no impact elsewhere. The 
court is considering a legal 
challenge to Proposition 8, 
the gay marriage ban that 


California voters approved 
five years ago. A federal 
appeals court struck down 
the ban. 

Justice Samuel Alito ap¬ 
peared to advocate a 
cautious approach. 

“You want us to step in and 
render a decision based 
on an assessment of the ef¬ 
fects of this institution which 
is newer than cellphones 
or the Internet? I mean, we 


do not have the ability to 
see the future,” Alito said. 
Kennedy said he feared 
the court would go into 
“uncharted waters” if it 
embraced arguments ad¬ 
vanced by gay marriage 
supporters. But lawyer The¬ 
odore Olson, representing 
two same-sex couples, said 
the court similarly ventured 
into the unknown in 1967 
when it struck down bans 


on interracial marriage in 
16 states. 

Kennedy noted that other 
countries had had interra¬ 
cial marriages for hundreds 
of years. 

Chief Justice John Roberts 
told Olson that it seemed 
supporters of gay marriage

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Obama gives Secret Service its 1st female director

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama on 
Tuesday named the first fe¬ 
male director of the Secret 
Service, signaling his de¬ 
sire to change the culture 
at the male-dominated 
agency, which has been 
marred by a recent prosti¬ 
tution scandal. 

The Secret Service, 
charged with protecting 
the president and his fam¬ 
ily, has faced intense criti¬ 
cism for the scandal during 
preparations for Obama’s 
trip to Cartagena, Colom¬ 
bia, last year. 

Veteran Secret Service 
agent Julia Pierson, who 
most recently served as the 
agency’s chief of staff, will 
take over from Mark Sul¬ 
livan, who announced his 
retirement last month. 


She joins a notably male 
team around Obama, who 
had been criticized for 
bringing in several men ad¬ 
visers for his second term, 
which started in January. 
“Over her 30 years of ex¬ 
perience with the Secret 
Service, Julia has consis¬ 
tently exemplified the spirit 
and dedication the men 
and women of the service 
demonstrate every day," 
Obama said in a state¬ 
ment announcing Pierson's 
appointment, which does 
not require Senate confir¬ 
mation.

lion Powerball prize. 

Lottery officials said Queza¬ 
da had decided to accept 
the winnings in the form 
of a lump-sum payment 
worth $221 million, or about 
$152 million after taxes. It’s 
the fourth-largest jackpot 
in Powerball history. 
Quezada said his mind 
is not yet clear enough 
to know how he will use 
the money, but he said 
he could use a good car. 
Asked what kind of car 
he has now, he said, “My 
feet.” 

Until last year, he worked 
15 hours a day at the store 
his son now runs. 

“Imagine ... so much mon¬ 
ey,” Quezada said. “But it 
will not change my heart." 
He said he would share his 
winnings with family mem¬ 


bers and would use some 
to help his community. 

He said his Mexican-born 
wife of nine years, Ines San¬ 
chez, could have “what¬ 


ever she wants.” 

Neighbors told The Re¬ 
cord newspaper that the 
Quezada family has suf¬ 
fered bad luck in recent 
years. Two years ago. 


thieves broke into their 
apartment and stole ev¬ 
erything from clothing to 
jewelry. The year before,

Quezada would not talk 
about any of the hard 
times.

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North Dakota governor signs strict abortion law

FARGO, N.D. - Gov. Jack 
Dalrymple of North Dako¬ 
ta approved the nation’s 
toughest abortion restric¬ 
tions Tuesday, signing into 
law a measure that would 
ban most abortions and 
inviting a legal showdown 
over just how much states 
can limit access to the pro¬ 
cedure. 

Dalrymple, a Republican, 
signed into law three bills 
passed by the Republican- 
controlled state Legisla¬ 
ture. The most far-reaching 
law forbids abortion once 
a fetal heartbeat is “de¬ 
tectable,” which can be 
as early as six weeks into 
a pregnancy. Fetal heart¬ 
beats are detectable at 
that stage of pregnancy 
using a transvaginal ultra¬ 
sound. Most legal scholars 
have said the law would vi¬ 
olate the Supreme Court’s 
finding in Roe v. Wade that 
abortions were permitted 
until the fetus was viable 
outside the womb, gener¬ 
ally around 24 weeks into 
pregnancy. Even some 
leaders of the anti-abor¬ 
tion movement nationally 


have predicted that laws 
banning abortion so early 
in pregnancy are virtually 


certain to be declared 
unconstitutional by fed¬ 
eral courts. “Although the 
likelihood of this measure 
surviving a court challenge 
remains in question, this bill 
is nevertheless a legitimate 


attempt by a state legisla¬ 
ture to discover the bound¬ 
aries of Roe v. Wade,” Dal-

Abortion-rights advocates 
condemned the gover¬ 
nor’s decision as effective¬ 
ly banning abortion in the 
state and framing the laws 
as unconstitutional and an 
attack on women. Without 
judicial intervention, the 
three bills are scheduled to 
take effect Aug. 1. 

“They have no idea what 
kind of a sleeping giant 
they have awoken,” said 
Tammi Kromenaker, the 
director of the state’s only 
abortion provider, the Red 
River Women's Clinic in Far¬ 
go. “I think that people are 
going to be much more 
aware of who we put in 
office and demand much 
more from our legislators." 
The Center for Reproduc¬ 
tive Rights, in New York, 
condemned the new 
laws and said it would file 
a challenge to the fetal 
heartbeat ban. □

Judge: Manson disciple can't keep tapes 
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North Korea puts artillery forces at top combat posture

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 

— North Korea’s military 
warned Tuesday that its ar¬ 
tillery and rocket forces are 
at their highest-level com¬ 
bat posture in the latest in 
a string of bellicose threats 
aimed at South Korea and 
the United States. 

The announcement came 
as South Koreans marked 
the third anniversary of 
the sinking of a warship in 
which 46 South Korean sail¬ 
ors died. Seoul says the ship 
was hit by a North Korean 
torpedo, while the North 
denies involvement. 

Seoul's Defense Ministry 
said Tuesday it hasn't seen 
any suspicious North Kore¬ 
an military activity and that 
officials are analyzing the 
North’s warning. Analysts 
say a direct North Korean 
attack is extremely unlikely, 
especially during joint U.S.- 
South Korean military drills 
that end April 30, though 
there's some worry about a 
provocation after the train¬ 
ing wraps up. 

The rival Koreas have had 
several bloody naval skir¬ 
mishes in disputed Yellow 
Sea waters since 1999. In 
November 2010, a North 
Korean artillery strike on a 
South Korean island killed 
two marines and two civil¬ 
ians. 

North Korea, angry over 
routine U.S.-South Korean 
drills and recent U.N. sanc¬ 
tions punishing it for its Feb. 
12 nuclear test, has vowed 
to launch a nuclear strike 
against the United States 
and repeated its nearly 
two-decade-old threat to 
reduce Seoul to a “sea of 
fire.” Despite the rhetoric, 


outside weapons analysts 
have seen no proof that 
North Korea has mastered 
the technology needed 
to build a warhead small 
enough to mount on a mis¬ 
sile. 

On Tuesday, the North 


Korean army’s Supreme 
Command said it will take 
“practical military action” 
to protect national sover¬ 
eignty and its leadership in 
response to what it called 
U.S. and South Korean plots 
to attack. 

The statement, carried by 
the North's official Korean 
Central News Agency, cit¬ 
ed the participation of nu¬ 
clear-capable B-52 bomb¬ 
ers in South Korea-U.S. drills. 


North Korea’s field artillery 
forces — including strate¬ 
gic rocket and long-range 
artillery units that are “as¬ 
signed to strike bases of the 
U.S. imperialist aggressor 
troops in the U.S. mainland 
and on Hawaii and Guam 


and other operational 
zones in the Pacific as well 
as all the enemy targets in 
South Korea and its vicinity" 
— will be placed on “the 
highest alert from this mo¬ 
ment," the statement said. 
Pentagon press secre¬ 
tary George Little said the 
threat would only further 
isolate North Korea. 

“North Korea’s bellicose 
rhetoric and threats follow 
a well-worn pattern de¬ 


signed to raise tensions and 
intimidate others,” Little 
said. 

He said there have been 
three flights by U.S. B-52 
bombers during the recent 
military drills with South Ko¬ 
rea. 


The North's recent threats 
are seen partly as efforts to 
strengthen internal loyalty 
to young leader Kim Jong 
Un and to build up his mili¬ 
tary credentials. 

Kim “needs to show he has 
the guts. The best way to 
do that is to use the military 
might that he commands,” 
said Lee Yoon-gyu, a North 
Korea expert at Korea Na¬ 
tional Defense University in 
Seoul. 


“This paves the way for 
greater praise for him if 
North Korea makes a prov¬ 
ocation later and claims 
victory.” 

Kim will eventually be com¬ 
pelled to do “something 
provocative to prove the 
threats weren't empty," 
Lee said. 

Meanwhile, websites and 
organizations run by North 
Korean defectors in South 
Korea said they suffered 
cyberattacks on Tuesday, 
one week after computer 
systems at some South Ko¬ 
rean banks and TV networks 
were widely disrupted. 

Daily NK, which posts news 
about North Korea, said it 
experienced a cyperat- 
tack, and South Korea's 
Yonhap news agency said 
Free North Korea Radio 
also was attacked. 

Yonhap said a computer 
network used by seven lo¬ 
cal governments was also 
briefly attacked, as was 
a network belonging to 
broadcaster YTN. 
Authorities have not con¬ 
firmed who was behind last 
week's cyberattack but 
suspect North Korea. 

At a ceremony marking 
the third anniversary of 
the warship sinking, new 
South Korean President 
Park Geun-hye urged the 
North again to abandon its 
nuclear weapons program. 
“Focusing its national 
strength on the develop¬ 
ment of nuclear weapons 
while its people are suffer¬ 
ing starvation ... will only 
bring international isolation 
to themselves,” Park said 
in a televised speech at a 
national cemetery south of 
Seoul where the 46 sailors 
are buried. □

It was unclear whether the 
statement would open 
new weapons channels to 
fighters. But it would mark 
a symbolic slap of the U.S. 
and European allies that 
have resisted full-scale mili¬ 
tary aid to the rebels. 

Arab League Secretary- 
General Nabil Elaraby told 
reporters that the call for 
“rights” to aid rebels is not 
an end to diplomatic ef¬ 
forts to solve Syria's crisis, 
but seeks to provide more 
“balance” with Assad’s su¬ 
perior firepower and aid he 
is getting from Russia and 
Iran. 

“The right to send more 
weapons to support the 
opposition is not an end 
to political efforts, but this 
might establish balance 
between both parties,” 
Elaraby said. 

Fighting, meanwhile, 

raged on in Syria. Rebels 
barraged Damascus with 
mortar shells that killed at 
least three people and 
wounded dozens in one of 
the most intensive attacks 
on the seat of President 
Bashar Assad’s power. 

The state news agency 
also reported that a car 
bomb exploded near the 
predominantly Kurdish 
neighborhood of Rukned- 
dine, killing three people. 
The opposition delegation 
led by Mouaz al-Khatib, 
the former president of the 
main opposition alliance — 
the Western-backed Syrian 
National Coalition — took 
the seats assigned for Syria 
at the invitation of Qatar’s 
emir. Sheik Hamad bin 
Khalifa Al Thani, while other 
delegates applauded. 
Al-Khatib used the forum to 
call for a greater U.S. role in 
aiding the rebels and said 
he had appealed to Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry 
to consider using NATO 


Patriot anti-missile batter¬ 
ies in Turkey to help de¬ 
fend northern Syria against 
strikes by Assad’s forces. 
Asked about al-Khatib’s 
request for Patriots, State 
Department spokesman 


Patrick Ventrell said the de¬ 
ployment of the anti-missile 
batteries to Turkey was a 
NATO decision with a clear 
mandate to protect Tur¬ 
key. 

“We’ve heard some of this 
before in private,” Ventrell 
told reporters in Washing¬ 
ton. “He’s now publicly 
saying this. But again, that’s 
what the NATO mission is.” 
A NATO official said “the 
secretary general of NATO 
has been very clear since 


the beginning that NATO 
has no intention of getting 
militarily involved with Syr¬ 
ia. That remains the same.” 
“Our current deployment 
of Patriot systems is a de¬ 
fensive action to protect 


our ally Turkey,” said the 
NATO official in Belgium on 
condition of anonymity in 
keeping with the alliance’s 
regulations. 

The diplomatic triumph, 
however, could not con¬ 
ceal the disarray within the 
top ranks of the opposition 
and underlined the splits 
that continue to plague 
the opposition, complicat¬ 
ing U.S. and Western efforts 
to try to shape the course 
of the fight to oust Assad. 


Besides al-Khatib, the Syr¬ 
ian delegation included 
Ghassan Hitto, recently 
elected prime minister of 
a planned interim govern¬ 
ment to administer rebel- 
held areas in Syria, and 


two prominent opposition 
figures, George Sabra and 
Suheir Atassi. 

Al-Khatib announced his 


resignation on Sunday 
because of what he de¬ 
scribed as restrictions on his 
work and frustration with 
the level of international 
aid for the opposition. The 
coalition rejected the res¬ 
ignation and al-Khatib said 
he would discuss the issue 
later and represent the op¬ 
position at the Qatar sum¬ 
mit “in the name of the Syr¬ 
ian people." 

Also, Hitto's election as the 
head of the interim gov¬ 
ernment was rejected by 
the opposition’s military of¬ 
fice, which said he was not 
a consensus figure. Some 
members have accused 
Qatar and the Muslim 
Brotherhood of imposing 
their will on the Coalition. 
Atassi briefly suspended 
her membership in the co¬ 
alition after Hitto was elect¬ 
ed. 

Addressing the gather¬ 
ing, al-Khatib thanked the 
Arab League for granting 
the seat to the opposition 
and lamented the inaction 
of several foreign govern¬ 
ments, which he did not 
name, toward the Syrian 
crisis despite the suffering 
of civilians in his country .□

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In Russia, teen complains of adoptive US parents

MOSCOW (AP) — A teen¬ 
ager adopted by an 
American couple has re¬ 
turned to Russia, claim¬ 
ing that his adoptive fam¬ 
ily treated him badly and 
that he lived on the streets 
of Philadelphia and stole 
just to survive, Russian state 
media reported. 

The allegations by Alex¬ 
ander Abnosov, who was 
adopted around five years 
ago and is now 18, will like¬ 
ly fuel outrage here over 
the fate of Russian children 
adopted by Americans. It’s 
an anger that the Kremlin 
has carefully stoked in re¬ 
cent months to justify its 
controversial ban on U.S. 
adoptions. 

Russia’s Channel 1 and 
Rossiya television — which 
are both state controlled 
— reported Tuesday that 
Abnosov returned from a 
Philadelphia suburb to the 
Volga river city of Chebok¬ 
sary, where his 72-year-old 


grandmother lives. 

Russian media identified 
the teen as Alexander Ab¬ 
nosov, but also show him 
displaying a U.S. passport 
that gives his name as 
Joshua Alexander Salotti. 


Abnosov, who spoke in a 
soft voice and appeared 
somewhat restrained, 


complained to Rossiya that 
his adoptive mother was 
“nagging at small things.” 
“She would make any 
small problem big," he 
said on Channel 1. He 
also told Channel 1 that 


he fled home because of 
the conflicts with his adop¬ 
tive mother, staying on

A woman who identified 
herself as a relative at the 
couple's home in Colleg- 
eville, Pennsylvania, said 
the parents weren’t there 
and did not want to discuss 
the case. 

The teen attended the 
Methacton School District 
in Pennsylvania from April 
2004 through the fall of 
2012, when he withdrew 
from Methacton High 
School, spokeswoman An¬ 
gela Linch said Tuesday. 
Abnosov’s story was top 
news on Russian state tele¬ 


vision, which tried to cast 
it as an example of the 
alleged misfortunes that 
befall Russian children ad¬ 
opted by U.S. parents. 

The Russian government 
in December banned all 
American adoptions of 
Russian children in retali¬ 
ation for a new U.S. law 
targeting alleged Russian 
human-rights violators. 
Some 60,000 children have 
been adopted by Ameri¬ 
cans in the past two de¬ 
cades, and many Russians 
disagree with the ban, see¬ 
ing it as a politically driven 
move depriving children of 
a chance to have a family. 
To help justify it, the ban 
has been accompanied 
by extensive state media 
coverage of what is de¬ 
scribed as numerous cases 
of parental cruelty to ad¬ 
opted 

Russian children in the Unit¬ 
ed States. The Kremlin also 
has accused U.S. authori¬ 
ties of turning a blind eye 
to such cases. 

Most recently, Russian of¬ 
ficials pointed to the Jan. 
21 death of 3-year-old Max 
Shatto, born Maxim Kuz¬ 
min, whose mother found 
him unresponsive outside 
their home in Gardendale, 
Texas. 

Russian officials claimed 
the boy was the victim of 
“inhuman treatment,” and 
expressed disbelief with 
an American grand jury 
decided earlier this month 
not to charge Max's adop¬ 
tive parents in his death af¬ 
ter a prosecutor conclud¬ 
ed his fatal injuries were 
accidental. □

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Cyprus businesses hurt as banks stay shut

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — 

Cypriot businesses were 
under increasing strain to 
keep running on Tuesday 
after financial authorities 
stretched the country’s 
bank closure into a second 
week in a harried attempt 
to stop depositors from 
rushing to drain their ac¬ 
counts. 

Cyprus’s Central Bank gov¬ 
ernor, Panicos Demetria- 
des, said “superhuman ef¬ 
forts are being made” to 
open banks on Thursday. 
“Temporary" restrictions 
will be imposed on finan¬ 
cial transactions once the 
banks do open, he said, 
but he would not specify 
what they would be or 
how long they would be in 
place. 

“We have to restore the 
public’s trust in banks,” he 
said. 

Finance Minister Michalis 
Sards told The Associated 
Press the restrictions would 
help stem any mass depos¬ 
it withdrawal that is “bound 
to happen” and that they 
would be removed in a 
“relatively short period of 
time.” 


“I think every day (banks) 
are not open creates more 
uncertainty and more dif¬ 
ficulties for people, so we 
would like to do our utmost 
to make sure that this new 


goal that we have set will 
work," he said. 

All but two of the country’s 
largest lenders had been 
due to reopen Tuesday, af¬ 


ter being shut since March 
16 to stop savers from with¬ 
drawing all their money 
while politicians figured out 
how to raise the funds nec¬ 
essary for Cyprus to qualify 


for an international bailout. 
However, late Monday, 
authorities announced 
that the bank closures 
would be extended until 
Thursday, giving officials 
more time to initiate a ma¬ 
jor overhaul of the banking 
sector and devise capital 
controls to limit the amount 
of money that can be tak¬ 
en out of accounts. 

“We have to all understand 
that we live in very critical 
times. Officials of the gov¬ 
ernment and the Central 
Bank are working day and 
night,” Demetriades said. 
Under the deal for a 10 
billion euro ($12.9 billion) 
rescue clinched in Brus¬ 
sels early Monday, Cyprus 
agreed to slash its over¬ 
sized banking sector and 
inflict hefty losses on large 
depositors in troubled 
banks. Sarris said authori¬ 
ties hope to limit job losses 
to a “small number.” 

“We are looking to a much 
smaller banking system 
over time and more con¬ 
centrated on its core busi¬ 
ness, which is Cyprus and 
the international business 
units in Cyprus,” he said. 
Cyprus needed to raise 5.8 
billion euros before inter¬ 
national lenders were will¬ 


ing to give it the 10 billion 
euros. Much of the 5.8 bil¬ 
lion euros will be raised by 
forcing losses on accounts 
of more than 100,000 euros 
($129,000), in the country’s

second-largest lender, Lai- 
ki, with the remainder com¬ 
ing from tax increases and 
privatizations. 

The bank will be broken 
up immediately into a 
so-called bad bank con¬ 
taining its uninsured de¬ 
posits and toxic assets. 
The “good” assets will be 
transferred to the nation’s 
biggest lender. Bank of Cy¬ 
prus. Deposits at Bank of 
Cyprus above 100,000 eu¬ 
ros will be frozen until it be¬ 
comes clear to what extent 
they will also be forced to 
take losses. Those funds will 
eventually be converted 
into bank shares. 

Cyprus’ government 

spokesman Christos Styli- 
anides told Greek state 
Net TV that losses on Bank 
of Cyprus deposits above 
100,000 euros will hover at 
around 30 percent. 

“It is a painful develop¬ 
ment, no doubt about 
that...it doesn't matter how 
rich you are, how many mil¬ 
lions you have, you don’t 
like your deposits, which 
you assume were safe, to 
be converted into shares,” 
said Sarris, adding that au¬ 
thorities are confident that 
those shares will eventually 
gain in value.Q

Spanish CB 
offers grim 
‘13 forecast

MADRID (AP) — Spain will 
sink deeper into reces¬ 
sion and unemployment 
will worsen this year as the 
country struggles under the 
weight of austerity mea¬ 
sures taken to repair public 
finances and the effects of 
a weak global economy, 
fhe central bank said Tues¬ 
day. The Bank of Spain said 
it expected the economy 
to contract 1.5 percent 
this year, compared with 
1.4 percent in 2012, and 
only return to growth in 
late 2014. The conservative 
government had predict¬ 
ed a 0.5 percent contrac¬ 
tion for this year although 
Prime Minister Mariano Ra- 
joy was pushed to admit 
last week that he would 
have to revise forecasts 
in April. Spain's economy, 
the fourth-biggest in the 
17-country eurozone af¬ 
ter Germany, France and 
Italy, has been shrinking for 
the last 18 months. 

The bank forecast the job¬ 
less rate would rise to 27.1 
percent by the end of fhis 
year, from a current 26 per¬ 
cent. That also won't start 
falling unfil 2014, it said. 

The budget deficit, mean¬ 
while, is expected to drop 
to 6 percent of annual eco¬ 
nomic output in 2013, down 
from 6.7 percent last year. 
The 2012 figure excludes a 
40 billion euro ($51.7 billion) 
bailout granted by the eu¬ 
rozone group of countries 
for Spain's troubled banks 
and which the European 
Commission has agreed 
not to take into account. 
Including the rescue funds 
would have left last year's 
deficit at 10 percent. Spain 
had initially promised Euro¬ 
pean authorities it would 
cut its deficit to 6.3 percent 
in 2012 after the 2011 figure 
was found to have soared 
to 8.9 percent, nearly three 
times the EU limit. It had 
also promised to reduce 
the deficit to 4.5 percent 
in 2013 but that figure has 
long been seen as unreal¬ 
istic and Spain is now ne¬ 
gotiating an easing of its 
targets with the European 
Commission. □

HUMBLE, Texas (AP) — Rory 
Mcllroy sent a text mes¬ 
sage to Tiger Woods on 
Tuesday, congratulating 
him on winning at Bay Hill 
and taking over the No. 1 
world ranking again. 
Woods responded by tell¬ 
ing Mcllroy to get going — 
he put it a bit more crudely 
than that — and win this 
week’s Houston Open. A 
victory would put Mcllroy 
back at No. 1, a spot he 
held for 32 weeks before 
Woods’ latest win. 

For now, Mcllroy is fine with 
Woods holding the world’s 
top ranking, especially with 
the Masters coming up in 
two weeks. 

“I didn’t think I could go 
into the Masters under the 
radar,” Mcllroy said. “I can 
go in a little bit underneath 
him. So, in a way, it's not a 
bad thing.” 

Mcllroy skipped Bay Hill 
and says he had a “good 


week, a fun week” in Mi¬ 
ami. He watched girlfriend 
Caroline Wozniacki play 
in the pro tennis event in 
Key Biscayne, Florida, then 
stopped by a municipal 
course on Saturday night 
to hit range balls in relative 
anonymity with Wozniacki 
and Novak Djokovic, cur¬ 
rently the world’s No. 1 ten¬ 
nis player. 

“People left me alone, it 
was fine,” Mcllroy said. 
“It's nice to just go, not 
just go about my business 
and no one cares, but you 
go about it and not be, 
I guess, the most talked 
about person in golf. It's a 
nice thing.” Mcllroy won 
four times in 2012, includ¬ 
ing the PGA Championship 
that catapulted him to No. 
1. He signed a Nike con¬ 
tract in the offseason, but 
has gotten off to a rough 
start this year, raising ques¬ 
tions about his adjustment 
to his new equipment. 

He missed the cut at Abu 


Dhabi, lost in the first round 
of the Match Play Cham¬ 
pionship and then walked 
off the course during the 
second round of the Hon¬ 
da Classic, citing frustra¬ 
tion. He finally saw signs of 
progress when he shot a 65 
in the final round at Doral 
and tied for eighth, and 
he's confident that he's 
ready to contend at Red¬ 


stone this week. 

“We're not machines, 
we're humans,” Mcllroy 
said. “You’re going to have 
patches where you play 
great and have patches 
where you struggle a little 
bit. I guess you've just got 
to take the rough and the 
smooth and just try and 
treat those times, sort of 
play and be patient and 


know that you’re working 
on the right things.” 

Maybe Mcllroy can learn 
from Woods as he tries to 
dig out of his early-season 
slump. Woods has won 
three times in five starts this 
year, looking as dominant 
as ever after going through 
injuries, personal turmoil 
and a swing change. 

“I’ve always said he’s been 
one of the greatest fight¬ 
ers on a golf course,” Mc¬ 
llroy said. “If things aren't 
going his way, he'll dig in 
and get whatever he can 
out of a round. He can re¬ 
peat day-in, day-out, that 
attitude and that single- 
mindedness or that drive or 
motivation, I think that’s his 
most impressive aspect.” 
Mcllroy said he’s seeing 
more good shots since the 
last round at Doral, his low¬ 
est of the season. 

“The weekend at Doral 
was great and the way 
I've been hitting the ball 
recently,” he saidO

Sam Querrey lost his fourth- 
round match, and for the 
first time the tournament 
will have no American in 
the men’s quarterfinals. 
Querrey, playing his first 
tournament as the top- 
ranked American on the 
ATP Tour, lost to Tomas 
Berdych 6-1, 6-1 in 50 min¬ 
utes.

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Spring to the Sea

Spring in Aruba means 
a mass migration to the 
seaside.

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Google picks 8,000 to test net-connected glasses

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Google has picked 8,000 
people in the U.S. who will 
have a chance to wear the 
company’s new Internet- 
connected glasses, which 
are being described as the 
next breakthrough in mo¬ 
bile computing. 

Google Inc. began notify¬ 
ing contest winners Tues¬ 
day. The winners will have 
to pay $1,500 apiece if they 
want a test version of the 
product, called “Google 
Glass.” They also will have 
to travel to New York, Los 
Angeles or the San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay area to pick up 
the device, which isn't ex¬ 
pected to be available on 
the mass market until late 
this year or early next year. 
The excitement stems from 
the belief that Google 
Glass is at the forefront of 
a new wave of technol¬ 
ogy known as “wearable 
computing.” Google, Ap¬ 
ple Inc. and several other 
companies also are work¬ 
ing on Internet-connected 
wristwatches, according to 
published reports that have 


cited anonymous people 
familiar with the projects. 
Google Glass is supposed 
to perform many of the 
same tasks as smartphones, 
except the glasses respond 
to voice commands in¬ 
stead of fingers touching a 
display screen. The glasses 
are equipped with a hid¬ 
den camera and tiny dis¬ 
play screen attached to a 
rim above the right eye. 

The engineers who have 
been building Google 
Glass tout the technolo¬ 
gy as a way to keep people 
connected to their email, 
online social networks and 
other crucial information 
without having to frequent¬ 
ly gaze down at the small 
screen on a smartphone. 
The hidden camera is de¬ 
signed to make it easy for 
people to take hands-free 
photos or video of whatev¬ 
er they are doing. 

Privacy watchdogs, 

though, are already wor¬ 
ried that Google Glass will 
make it even more difficult 
for people to know when 
they are on camera. 

One contest winner prom¬ 
ised to take Google Glass 


to Veteran Administration 
hospitals so soldiers who 
fought in World War II can 
see their memorials before 
they die. Another plans to 
wear Google Glass during 
a trip to Japan so she can 
take video and pictures 
that she can share with her 
grandmother, who lives 
in the U.S. but would like 
to see her native country 
again. A zookeeper plans 
to use Google Glass to 
show what it’s like to feed 
penguins, and another 
contest winner wants to use 
the technology to provide 
maps that will help firefight¬ 
ers in emergencies. 

Google said the test, or 
“Explorer,” version of Glass 
will help its engineers get 
a better understanding of 
how the technology might 
be used and make any 
necessary adjustments 
before the device hits the 
mass market. 

The company sold an un¬ 
specified number of “Ex¬ 
plorer” models to comput¬ 
er programmers last year. 
The finished product is ex¬ 
pected to cost from $700 
to $1,5000 


Google clashes with 

Swedesover ‘ungoogleable’ 


STOCKHOLM (AP) — Swe¬ 
den’s language watch¬ 
dog has accused Google 
of trying to control the 
Swedish language in a 
dispute over the definition 
of the colloquial term “un¬ 
googleable.” The Swed¬ 
ish version of the word — 
“ogooglebar" — made 
the Language Council of 
Sweden’s 2012 list of words 
that aren’t in the Swedish 
dictionary but have en¬ 
tered common parlance. 
The council defined it as 
something “that cannot 
be found on the Web with 
a search engine.” 

But Google objected, ask¬ 
ing for changes showing 
the expression specifically 
refers to Google search¬ 
es and a disclaimer say¬ 
ing Google is a registered 
trademark, the council 
said Tuesday. 

Rather than changing the 
definition, the council de¬ 
leted the word from the 


list, while stressing “our dis¬ 
pleasure with Google’s at¬ 
tempts to control the lan¬ 
guage.” 

Google refrained from 
commenting on the matter 
directly. 

“While Google, like many 


businesses, takes routine 
steps to protect our trade¬ 
marks, we are pleased that 
users connect the Google 
name with great search re¬ 
sults,” Google spokesman 
Gustaf Brusewitz said in an 
email.O

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US home prices rise 8.1 pet., most since June 2006

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

home prices rose in January 
at the fastest annual pace 
since June 2006, just before 
the housing bubble burst. 
The gain shows the housing 
recovery is strengthening 
ahead of the all-important 
spring buying season. 

The Standard & Poor’s/ 
Case-Shiller 20-city home 
price index climbed 8.1 
percent in the 12 months 
ending in January. That’s 
up from a 6.8 annual gain 
in December. Prices rose 
in all 20 cities. Eight mar¬ 
kets posted double-digit in¬ 
creases, led by a 23.2 per¬ 


cent gain in Phoenix. Prices 
rose 17.5 percent in San 
Francisco and 15.3 percent 
in Las Vegas, one of the 
nation’s hardest hit markets 
during the crisis. 

Prices rose in 11 of 20 cit¬ 
ies on a month-over-month 
basis. 

The monthly numbers are 
not seasonally adjusted 
and reflect the slower win¬ 
ter buying period. 

The S&P/Case-Shiller index 
covers roughly half of U.S. 
homes. It measures prices 
compared with those in 
January 2000 and creates 
a three-month moving av¬ 
erage. 

The January figures are the 


latest available. 

Home prices nationwide 
are still 29 percent below 
their peak reached at the 
height of the housing bub¬ 
ble in August 2006. They are 
only back to where they 
were in August 2003. 

Still, steady price increas¬ 
es should help make the 
housing recovery sustain¬ 
able and add to economic 
growth. Higher home prices 
encourage more people to 
buy before prices rise fur¬ 
ther." 

Over time, persistently ris¬ 
ing house prices also boost 
household wealth, make 
lenders more willing to lend 
because the asset they’re 


underwriting is appreciat¬ 
ing, and ease pressure on 
local government bud¬ 
gets that get revenue from 
property taxes,” Jonathan 
Basile, director of econom¬ 
ics at Credit Suisse, wrote in 
a research note. 

Other recent reports have 
shown a strengthening re¬ 
covery in housing, helped 
by near-record-low mort¬ 
gage rates. Construction 
of single-family homes rose 
in February at the fastest 
pace in 4 'A years. 

Sales of previously owned 
homes rose last month to 
their fastest pace in more 
than three years.More 
Americans are putting their 


houses on the market, sug¬ 
gesting they believe the 
housing market will contin¬ 
ue to strengthen. 

The number of available 
homes for sale rose 10 per¬ 
cent last month, the first 
monthly gain since April. 
Even with the gain, the in¬ 
ventory of homes for sale 
was still 19 percent below a 
year ago. 

Investment in housing, in¬ 
cluding home construction, 
contributed to the nation’s 
economic growth last year 
for the first time since 2005; 
from 2006 through 2011, a

US durable goods orders rise on aircraft demand

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

surge in commercial air¬ 
craft demand pushed or¬ 
ders for U.S. long-lasting 
manufactured goods up 
sharply in February. The 
gain offset a steep drop in 
orders that signal company 
investment plans, although 
economists viewed the de¬ 
cline as a temporary set¬ 
back. 

The broader trend in busi¬ 
ness investment remains 
favorable, they noted, and 
should add to growth in the 
January-March quarter. 
“The picture of business 
spending to start the year 
is fairly healthy,” said Dan 
Greenhaus, chief global 
strategist at BTIG 
Overall orders for durable 
goods surged 5.7 percent 
in February from January, 
the Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said Tuesday. It was 
the biggest monthly in¬ 


crease in five months. 

A rebound in volatile com¬ 
mercial aircraft orders 
drove the gain. Those or¬ 
ders rose 95.3 percent after 
a 24 percent drop in Janu¬ 
ary. 

Orders for motor vehicles 
and parts rose 3.8 percent, 
the best showing since July. 
Excluding the volatile trans¬ 
portation sector, orders 
were down 0.5 percent. 
Durable goods are prod¬ 
ucts expected to last at 
least three years. Orders 
can fluctuate sharply from 
month to month. 
Economists pay closest 
attention to orders for so- 
called core capital goods, 
which strip out volatile air¬ 
craft and defense orders 
and provide a better indi¬ 
cation of the trend in busi¬ 
ness investment. 

Those orders declined 2.7 
percent in February from 
January. Demand weak¬ 
ened for machinery and 


communications equip¬ 
ment, but rose for com¬ 
puters. Still, the decline fol¬ 
lowed a 6.7 percent surge 
in January, which was the 
biggest one-month gain in 
nearly three years. Prior to 
February's decline, the cat¬ 


egory had risen in three of 
fhe previous four months. 
Greenhaus said that if the 
big swings in January and 
February were averaged, 
orders looked solid for the 
first two months of the year. 
He estimates that core or¬ 


ders risen at about a 5 per¬ 
cent rate compared with 
the final three months of 
last year. Peter Newland, 
an economist at Barclays, 
said the strength shown in 
the durable goods report 
had prompted a slight re¬ 
vision in expectations for 
overall economic growth 
in the first quarter to a rate 
of 2.6 percent, up 0.1 per¬ 
centage point from the 
previous estimate. 

Many economists were ex¬ 
pecting a decline in the 
core capital goods after 
January’s impressive gain. 
The broader trend has 
been favorable, even with 
uncertainty surrounding 
tax and spending policies. 
Core capital goods orders 
dipped in December but 
posted strong gains in No¬ 
vember and October. 
Nearly all Americans who 
draw a paycheck began 
paying higher Social Secu¬ 
rity taxes on JanO

US consumer confidence takes a hit in March

WASHINGTON (AP)— Amer¬ 
icans are less confident in 
the economy than they 
were last month as massive 
government spending cuts 
have stoked economic un¬ 
certainty. 

It’s just the latest swing in the 
way Americans feel about 
the economy. They’re 
views have fluctuated be¬ 
tween optimism and angst 


as they’ve weighed an ad¬ 
vancing stock market and 
housing recovery against 
new economic challenges. 
The Conference Board, a 
New York-based private 
research group, said Tues¬ 
day that its Consumer Con¬ 
fidence Index fell in March 
to 59.7 from a revised read¬ 
ing of 68 in February and 
the 68.7 that analysts polled 
by research firm FactSet 
expected. Confidence is 


still far off from the 90 read¬ 
ing that indicates a healthy 
economy. 

The index is closely watched 
by economists because it 
makes a monthly gauge of 
how Americans are feeling 
abouf fheir jobs, incomes 
and other bread-and-but- 
ter issues. 

That’s important because 
consumer spending ac¬ 
counts for 70 percent of 
U.S. economic activity. 


Anxiety about $85 billion in 
across-the-board govern¬ 
ment spending cuts that 
took effect March 1 caused 
the decline, the group said. 

The spending reductions, 
which were triggered after 
Congress and the White 
House failed to resolve 
a budget impasse, have 
“created uncertainty re¬ 
garding the economic 
outlook,” Lynn Franco, the 
Conference Board’s direc¬ 


tor of economic indicators, 
said in a statement 
Congress and the Obama 
administration reached a 
deal on Jan. 1 to prevent 
income taxes from rising on 
most Americans. But they 
allowed a temporary cut 
in Social Security taxes to 
expire.

Slovakia inks 
deal to have 
US Steel stay 

BRATISLAVA, Slovakia (AP) 

— The Slovak government 
and U.S. Steel signed a 
deal Tuesday that will en¬ 
sure the American com¬ 
pany remains the owner of 
a steel mill employing thou¬ 
sands for at least five more 
years. 

The negotiations between 
U.S. Steel and the Slovak 
government have been 
going on for months. U.S. 
Steel has reportedly had 
purchase offers for the 
mill in the eastern city of 
Kosice. 

“Today, we created con¬ 
ditions to motivate U.S. 
Steel to stay in Slovakia 
and continue to produce 
steel,” Slovak Prime Minister 
Robert Fico said, a day af¬ 
ter meeting with U.S. Steel’s 
CEO, John Surma, in Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

U.S. Steel bought the oper¬ 
ations in 2000, but Europe’s 
financial troubles have hurt 
demand for steel and prof¬ 
its at the plant. 

The plant, U.S. Steel’s last 
overseas operation, em¬ 
ploys about 12,500 people 
and is a key source of busi¬ 
ness in eastern Slovakia as 
well as a major supplier for 
the country’s growing car 
industry. 

The government said the 
deal covers issues such as 
energy costs and environ¬ 
ment protection but offers 
no tax breaks. After five 
years, the two parties will 
reassess the deal, it said.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

Standard & Poor's 500 in¬ 
dex closed within a short 
reach of its all-time high on 
Tuesday. Rising home pric¬ 
es and orders for manufac¬ 
tured goods drove stocks 
up from the opening bell. 
The S&P 500 index rose 
12.08 points, or 0.8 percent, 
to close at 1,563.77. That's 
less than two points from 
the peak it reached on 
Oct. 9, 2007, before a re¬ 
cession and ensuing finan¬ 
cial crisis battered markets. 
The Dow Jones indus¬ 
trial average rose 111.90 
points, also 0.8 percent, to 
14,559.65. 

“Unless something major 
comes along to derail this 
rally, it just seems like the 
market is going to keep 
climbing higher,” said Mar¬ 
ty LeClerc, the managing 
partner of Barrack Yard 
Advisors, an investment 
firm in Bryn Mawr, Pennsyl¬ 
vania. 

Factory orders surged in 
February, helped by stron¬ 
ger demand for commer¬ 
cial aircraft. Overall or¬ 
ders for durable goods, a 
catchall term for products 
ranging from refrigerators 
to jumbo jets, jumped 5.7 
percent from the previous 
month, the Commerce 
Department said Tuesday. 
It was the biggest increase 
in five months. 

The stock market’s gains 
were widely shared. All 10 
industry groups in the S&P 
500 rose, with health care 


and energy companies 
leading the way. 

Smaller companies, which 
have been beating the 
market all year, didn’t do 
as well Tuesday. The Nas¬ 
daq composite rose 17.18 


points, or 0.5 percent, to 
3,252.48, and the Russell 
2000 rose 3.97 points, or 0.4 
percent, to 949.82. That's 
roughly half of the S&P 
500’s gain. 

Big company stocks and 
small-company stocks of¬ 
ten part ways, said Jack 
Ablin, chief investment offi¬ 
cer at BMO Private Bank in 
Chicago. Big corporations 
generally have stronger 
ties to Europe, and their 
stocks wavered over the 
past week as traders kept 
an eye on negotiations to 
rescue Cyprus. 

By contrast, smaller com¬ 
panies are less exposed 


to the rest of the world. 
“That's part of the reason 
small-caps have outpaced 
the market this year,” Ablin 
said. 

The S&P 500, used by inves¬ 
tors as a proxy for the over¬ 


all market, is up 9.7 percent 
so far this year. The Russell 
2000 has fared better, rising 
11.8 percent. 

European markets rose 
modestly as investors 
gained confidence in the 
new bailout plan arranged 
for Cyprus and its banking 
system. The island country 
decided to keep its banks 
closed for another two 
days in an attempt to ward 
off panicked withdrawals. 
Netflix surged 5 percent, 
leading the S&P 500, after 
an analyst at Pacific Crest 
Securities said the stock will 
likely climb as the compa¬ 
ny adds subscribers. Netf- 


lix's database of its mem¬ 
bers’ viewing habits should 
give it an edge in creating 
new shows and draw more 
people to sign up for the 
video-streaming service, 
the analyst said. Netflix 
rose $9.82 to $190.61. 
Housing prices rose in Jan¬ 
uary at the fastest pace 
since the summer of 2006, 
before the housing bubble 
popped. The Standard & 
Poor's/Case-Shiller 20-city 
price index climbed 8.1 
percent in the 12 months 
to January. That compares 
with a 6.8 percent increase 
the previous month. Prices 
rose in all 20 cities, led by 
Phoenix. 

The economic reports out 
Tuesday added to evi¬ 
dence that the economy 
is slowly improving, and 
that's exactly what many 
investors want right now, 
LeClerc said. Slow growth 
means it will take a while 
before the Federal Reserve 
starts unraveling its bond¬ 
buying program and rais¬ 
ing interest rates. 

In the market for U.S. gov¬ 
ernment bonds, the yield 
on the 10-year U.S. Treasury 
note slipped to 1.91 per¬ 
cent from 1.92 percent late 
Monday. 

Among stocks making big 
moves: 

— Drive-in restaurant chain 
Sonic jumped 10 percent 
after reporting that its 
quarterly earnings more 
than doubled. Sales were 
flat but Sonic said its ex¬ 
pects them to improve in 
the year ahead. □

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Chimps, gorillas, other apes being lost to trade

BANGKOK (AP) — The mul- 
tibillion-dollar trade in ille¬ 
gal wildlife — clandestine 
trafficking that has driven 
iconic creatures like the ti¬ 
ger to near-extinction — is 
also threatening the sur¬ 
vival of great apes, a new 
U.N. report says. 
Endangered chimpan¬ 
zees, orangutans, gorillas 
and bonobos are disap¬ 
pearing from the wild in 
frightening numbers, as 
private owners pay top 
dollar for exotic pets, while 
disreputable zoos, amuse¬ 
ment parks and traveling 
circuses clamor for smug¬ 
gled primates to entertain 
audiences. 

More than 22,000 great 
apes are estimated to 
have been traded illegal¬ 
ly over a seven-year pe¬ 
riod ending in 2011. That's 
about 3,000 a year; more 
than half are chimpan¬ 
zees, the U.N. report said. 
“These great apes make 
up an important part of 
our natural heritage. But 
as with all things of value, 
great apes are used by 
man for commercial profit 
and the illegal trafficking 
of the species constitutes 
a serious threat to their ex¬ 
istence," Henri Djombo, a 
government minister from 
the Republic of Congo, 
was quoted as saying. 

The U.N. report paints a 
dire picture of the fight to 
protect vulnerable and 
dwindling flora and fauna 
from organized criminal 
networks that often have 
the upper hand. 

Apes are hunted in their 
own habitats, which are 
concentrated in central 
and western Africa, by so¬ 
phisticated smugglers who 
transport them on private 
cargo planes using small 
airstrips in the African bush. 
Their destination is usually 


the Middle East and Asia. 

In countries like Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, United Arab Emirates 
and Lebanon, great apes 
are purchased to display 
as show pieces in private 
gardens and menageries. 
In Asia, the animals are 


Nairobi, Kenya, and Khar¬ 
toum, Sudan, which are 
trafficking hubs. Bangkok, 
the Thai capital, is a ma¬ 
jor hub for the orangutan 
trade. 

Conditions are usually bru¬ 
tal. In February 2005, cus¬ 


sell in the cities. 

Humans also have been 
encroaching upon and 
destroying the primates' 
natural habitats, destroy¬ 
ing their forest homes to 
build infrastructure and for 
other purposes. That forces 


in great apes caught in the 
wild is illegal. But traffickers 
often get around that by 
falsely declaring animals 
as bred in captivity. 

The orangutan is the only 
great ape found in Asia. 
One species, the Sumatran

typically destined for pub¬ 
lic zoos and amusement 
parks. China is a main 
destination for gorillas and 
chimpanzees. Thailand 
and Cambodia have re¬ 
corded cases of orang¬ 
utans being used for enter¬ 
tainment in “clumsy boxing 
matches,” the report said. 
Lax enforcement and 
corruption make it easy 
to smuggle the animals 
through African cities like 
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toms officials at the Nai¬ 
robi airport seized a large 
crate that had arrived from 
Egypt. 

The crate held six chim¬ 
panzees and four mon¬ 
keys, stuffed into tiny com¬ 
partments. The crate had 
been refused at the airport 
in Cairo, a well-known traf¬ 
ficking hub for shipment 
to the Middle East, and 
returned to Kenya. One 
chimp died of hunger and 
thirst. 

The proliferation of log¬ 
ging and mining camps 
throughout Africa has also 
increased the demand for 
primate meat. 

Adults and juveniles are 
killed for consumption, and 
their orphans are captured 
to sell into the live trade. 
Villagers also pluck pri¬ 
mates out of rural areas to 


the animals to move into 
greater proximity and con¬ 
flict with people. 
Sometimes animals are 
even the victims of war. 
Arrests are rare largely be¬ 
cause authorities in Africa, 
where most great apes 
originate, do not have the 
policing resources to cope 
with the criminal poach¬ 
ing networks. Corruption 
is rampant and those in 
authority sometimes are 
among those dealing in 
the illegal trade. Between 
2005 and 2011, only 27 ar¬ 
rests were made in Africa 
and Asia. 

The Convention on Interna¬ 
tional Trade in Endangered 
Species of Wild Fauna and 
Flora (CITES) regulates the 
trade of animals and plants 
to ensure their survival. Un¬ 
der the agreement, trade 


orangutan, is critically en¬ 
dangered, with its popu¬ 
lation having dropped by 
80 percent over the last 75 
years. 

Their numbers are in great 
peril due to the pace of 
land clearance and forest 
destruction for industrial or 
agricultural use. 

The report estimates that 
nearly all of the orang¬ 
utan’s natural habitat will 
be disturbed or destroyed 
by the year 2030. 

“There are no wild spaces 
left for them,” said Douglas 
Cress, a co-author of the 
report and head of a U.N. 
sponsored program that 
works for the survival of 
great apes. 

“There'll be nothing left at 
this rate. It’s down to the 
bone. If it disappears, they 
go, too.”Q 
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From ‘Idol’ to tour. Urban has no time to idle

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 

Keith Urban’s to-do list 
goes something like this: 
Provide the voice of rea¬ 
son on “American Idol,” 
choose and record songs 
for a new album, plan a 
tour of outdoor venues 
and arenas that starts this 
summer, coordinate and 
learn songs for an upcom¬ 
ing fundraiser concert, fly 
back and forth to London 
where wife Nicole Kid¬ 
man is shooting a film, and 
carve out the right amount 
of time with his two young 
daughters. 

“There's a lot of creativ¬ 
ity happening right now,” 
Urban said in a phone in¬ 
terview Monday. "I’m also 
building a studio at my 
house, just for the heck of 
it. Why not? Let's do that, 
too. I had several meetings 
yesterday on a Sunday 
with various people, and it 
was like I’m choosing color 
fabrics for something or 
other and thinking about 
the song I’ve got to cut 
in the studio today. Dear 
Lord.” 

Some of the things that are 
keeping the 45-year-old 
Australian country music 
star-TV personality busy: 

— “American Idol”: Ur¬ 
ban’s not even through his 
first season on the Fox net¬ 
work singing competition, 
but he already knows he’d 
consider doing it again if 
asked. He's managed to 
navigate early tensions be¬ 
tween fellow judges Mari- 
ah Carey and Nicki Minaj, 


and says he's getting to 
know the real people be¬ 
hind the on-air personas of 
his fellow judges, a group 
that also includes Randy 
Jackson. 

“Being on this panel, I love 
the color of it all — Nicki, 
Randy and Mariah,” Urban 
said. “I like being on this 
panel. I like that we don’t 
agree on everything. We 
come from different plac¬ 
es. I think that's important." 

— His new album: Urban 
never set a formal release 
date, but feels like he's fall¬ 
ing behind. He plans lots 
of guests, so that's slowed 
things down as he’s tried 
to integrate everyone’s 
schedules. The album's re¬ 
lease might not come until 
late summer. 

— The “Light the Fuse” tour, 
starting July 18: There may 
be something a little differ¬ 
ent for those who hit one 
of his outdoor shows start¬ 
ing this summer, including 
his first trip to the Holly¬ 
wood Bowl in Los Angeles. 
“There's a chance that 
we’ll start the tour before 
the album comes out,” Ur¬ 
ban said. “So in a strange, 
weird way, people may be 
hearing songs off the new 
album live before they 
hear the album. That's 
never happened before, 
but that's where we are." 

— The fundraiser: Urban 
has picked the theme 
“Rebels and Renegades, 
The Outlaws Are In” for 
his Country Music Hall of 
Fame fundraiser on April 
16 at Bridgestone Arena 


Singer Warwick files 
for bankruptcy 


NEWARK, New Jersey (AP) 

— Singer Dionne Warwick 
owes nearly $10 million in 
back taxes and has filed 
for bankruptcy. 

In a petition filed this month 
in New Jersey, Warwick lists 
liabilities that include near¬ 
ly $7 million owed to the 
Internal Revenue Service 
for the years 1991 to 1999 
and more than $3 million in 
business taxes owed to the 
state of California. 

The singer of classics such 


as “Walk On By,” ”1 Say a 
Little Prayer” and “Do You 
Know the Way to San Jose" 
also lists about $21,000 
in monthly income and 
about the same amount in 
monthly expenses. 
Warwick’s publicist said 
the singer was victimized 
by bad financial manage¬ 
ment and that she has paid 
back the actual amount 
of the taxes, but penalties 
and interest have accu¬ 
mulated over the years.□ 


in Nashville, and he's lined 
up some of country's most 
notable mavericks.

Circus star comes knocking in NYC

NEW YORK (AP) — Asked to 
describe the length of his 
hair, Bello Nock whips out a 
rubber foot, holds it next to 
the red mane rising from his 
scalp like a skyscraper and 
says, “About a foot tall.” 
The joke is old, but all 
the material is new in the 
42-year-old comic dare¬ 
devil’s first independent 
production, “Bello Mania,” 
currently playing at The 
New Victory Theater in New 
York. 

Nock, who headlined the 
Ringling Bros, and Barnum & 
Bailey circus for eight years, 
is never offstage during the 
90-minute performance, 
which combines slapstick 
clowning with death-defy¬ 
ing aerial stunts. 

“Studies have shown that 
people’s greatest fears are 
performing in front of an au¬ 
dience, of being laughed 
at, and of heights — and 
my life is all three,” Nock 
said in his dressing room 
at the New Victory. “It's a 
dream come true, and I'm 
loving every minute of it." 
Nock's wife of 25 years, Jen¬ 
ny, wrote and directs “Bello 


Mania,” while daughter 
Amariah, 19, is stage man¬ 
ager, daughter Annal- 
ise, 18, and son Zebulon 
Freicke, 22, join him on the 
high wire. Son Alexander, 
23, opted out to pursue a 


psychology degree at the 
University of Wisconsin, but 
father Bello quips that “he’s 
the real star of this show, 
because it's putting him 
through college." 

Nock is a seventh-genera¬

tion circus performer. “Bello 
Mania” includes a slide- 
show paying tribute to his 
mother and father, an Ital¬ 
ian acrobat and Swiss tight¬ 
rope artist who met while 
touring with Ringling Bros. 


during the 1950s. 

The couple married and 
produced four sons, of 
whom Demetrius Ales¬ 
sandro Claudio Amadeus 
Bello is the youngest. Like 
his parents, Nock began 
circus training at 3 and per¬ 
forming at 11, a tradition 
he continued with his own 
children. 

“People ask me if I missed 
having a normal child¬ 
hood, but I got to explore 
the world,” said Annalise. 
“While they were study¬ 
ing ancient Roman history, 
I was performing in Rome 
and visiting the Coliseum.

Rand Paul’s Loopy Ascent

ever the final outcome in the 
Cyprus crisis - we know it’s going 
to be ugly; we just don’t know ex¬ 
actly what form the ugliness will 
take - one thing seems certain: 
for the time being, and probably 
for years to come, the island na¬ 
tion will have to maintain fairly 
draconian controls on the move¬ 
ment of capital in and out of the 
country. In fact, controls may well 
be in place by the time you read 
this. And that’s not all: Depend¬ 
ing on exactly how this plays out, 
Cypriot capital controls may well 
have the blessing of the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund, which has 
already supported such controls 
in Iceland. 

That’s quite a remarkable de¬ 
velopment. It will mark the end 
of an era for Cyprus, which has 
in effect spent the past decade 
advertising itself as a place 
where wealthy individuals who 
want to avoid taxes and scrutiny 
can safely park their money, no 
questions asked. But it may also 
mark at least the beginning of 
the end for something much big¬ 
ger: the era when unrestricted 
movement of capital was taken 
as a desirable norm around the 
world. 

It wasn’t always thus. In the first 
couple of decades after World 
War II, limits on cross-border 
money flows were widely con¬ 
sidered good policy; they were 
more or less universal in poorer 
nations, and present in a majority 
of richer countries too. Britain, for 
example, limited overseas invest¬ 
ments by its residents until 1979; 
other advanced countries main¬ 
tained restrictions into the 1980s. 
Even the United States briefly lim¬ 
ited capital outflows during the 
1960s. 

Over time, however, these re¬ 
strictions fell out of fashion. To 
some extent this reflected the 
fact that capital controls have 
potential costs: they impose ex¬ 
tra burdens of paperwork, they 
make business operations more 
difficult, and conventional eco¬ 
nomic analysis says that they 
should have a negative impact 
on growth (although this effect is 
hard to find in the numbers). But 
it also reflected the rise of free- 
market ideology, the assumption 
that if financial markets want to 
move money across borders, 
there must be a good reason, 
and bureaucrats shouldn’t stand 
in their way. 

As a result, countries that did 
step in to limit capital flows - like 


Malaysia, which imposed what 
amounted to a curfew on capi¬ 
tal flight in 1998 - were treated 
almost as pariahs. Surely they 
would be punished for defying 
the gods of the market! 

But the truth, hard as it may be 
for ideologues to accept, is that 
unrestricted movement of capi¬ 
tal is looking more and more like 
a failed experiment. 

It’s hard to imagine now, but for 
more than three decades after 
World War II financial crises of 
the kind we’ve lately become 
so familiar with hardly ever hap¬ 
pened. Since 1980, however, the 
roster has been impressive: Mex¬ 
ico, Brazil, Argentina and Chile 
in 1982. Sweden and Finland in 
1991. Mexico again in 1995. Thai¬ 
land, Malaysia, Indonesia and 
Korea in 1998. Argentina again 
in 2002. And, of course, the more 
recent run of disasters: Iceland, 
Ireland, Greece, Portugal, Spain, 
Italy, Cyprus. 

What’s the common theme in 
these episodes? Conventional 
wisdom blames fiscal profligacy- 
but in this whole list, that story fits 
only one country, Greece. Run¬ 
away bankers are a better story; 
they played a role in a number 
of these crises, from Chile to Swe¬ 
den to Cyprus. But the best pre¬ 
dictor of crisis is large inflows of 
foreign money: in all but a cou¬ 
ple of the cases I just mentioned, 
the foundation for crisis was laid 
by a rush of foreign investors into 
a country, followed by a sudden 
rush out. 

I am, of course, not the first per¬ 
son to notice the correlation be¬ 
tween the freeing up of global 
capital and the proliferation of 
financial crises; Harvard’s Dani 
Rodrik began banging this drum 
back in the 1990s. Until recently, 
however, it was possible to ar¬ 
gue that the crisis problem was 
restricted to poorer nations, that 
wealthy economies were some¬ 
how immune to being whip- 
sawed by love-’em-and-leave- 
’em global investors. That was 
a comforting thought - but Eu¬ 
rope’s travails demonstrate that 
it was wishful thinking. 

And it’s not just Europe. In the 
last decade America, too, expe¬ 
rienced a huge housing bubble 
fed by foreign money, followed 
by a nasty hangover after the 
bubble burst. The damage was 
mitigated by the fact that we 
borrowed in our own currency, 
but it’s still our worst crisis since 
the 1930s. 

Now what? I don’t expect to see 
a wholesale, sudden rejection 
of the idea that money should 
be free to go wherever it wants, 
whenever it wants. There may 
well, however, be a process of 
erosion, as governments inter¬ 
vene to limit both the pace at 
which money comes in and the 
rate at which it goes out. Global 
capitalism is, arguably, on track 
to become substantially less 
global. 

And that’s OK. Right now, the 
bad old days when it wasn’t 
that easy to move lots of money 
across borders are looking pretty 
good.Q

When you’ve got loons the likes 
of Ted Cruz and Sarah Palin flut¬ 
tering about, I suppose it’s easy 
not to seem like such a wacko 
bird yourself. 

Is that why Rand Paul is flying 
high right now? Or is it because 
he followed his 13-hour filibuster 
- that knee-defeating, bladder- 
defying moment in the Senate 
sun - by showing a few of his less 
florid feathers? Either way, he 
has managed, with remarkable 
speed, to migrate to the fore¬ 
ground of Republican politics. 
You could almost lose sight of 
what an albatross he really is. 
Today he’s singing the moderate 
song of immigration reform, and 
that dirge about drones, which 
had a valid bass note despite its 
alarmist melody, struck chords 
across the political spectrum. 

But Paul’s greatest hits include 
a denunciation of Medicare as 
socialism, a recommendation of 
stopping foreign aid to a few key 
allies, and the insistent introduc¬ 
tion of Patriot Act amendments 
so loopy that one of them netted 
all of 10 votes from the 95 sena¬ 
tors present while another gar¬ 
nered a whopping total of 4. 

As Jennifer Steinhauer noted in 
The Times right after he peddled 
those clunkers, he had seemingly 
relocated to Washington “less to 
make laws than points.” 

Now he’s making headlines and 
waves, and not as a Tea Party 
curiosity but as a Republican Par¬ 
ty lodestar, someone discussed 


seriously as a possible force in 
the 2016 presidential primaries. 
He was tapped just last week to 
be the featured speaker at the 
approaching Lincoln Day Din¬ 
ner in Iowa. There’s an important 
caucus in that state, you’ll recall. 
Paul personifies the GOP’s curse 
right now. Although it needs to 
re-establish its bearings in the 
mainstream, many of the Repub¬ 
licans making the biggest splash¬ 
es are rowing in from strange 
tributaries, and the establishment 
can’t seem to stop the tide. 
Seasoned hands with cooler 
heads tend not to generate 
nearly as much excitement. All 
Jeb Bush generated with the 
publicity tour for his immigration 
book was outright befuddle- 
ment. 

The tail wags the dog. Rather 
than Cruz, the junior senator from 
Texas, humbly taking cues from 
John Cornyn, the senior senator, 
Cornyn labors to match the su¬ 
percilious upstart scowl for scowl, 
and even followed Cruz’s intem¬ 
perate lead to cast one of only 
three Senate votes against John 
Kerry’s confirmation as secretary 
of state. 

And Mitch McConnell, who is 
not only Kentucky’s senior sena¬ 
tor but also the Senate minor¬ 
ity leader, seems to worry more 
about Paul, the state’s junior sen¬ 
ator, than vice versa. 

Back when Paul began his 2010 
Senate campaign as an in¬ 
surgent ophthalmologist (how 
many times does a journalist get 
to write that phrase?), McCon¬ 
nell supported the other, more 
established candidate in the Re¬ 
publican primary. Then Paul tri¬ 
umphed, the Tea Party proved its 
muscle and McConnell, eyeing 
his own 2014 re-election bid, had 
to worry about being undone by 
the very romance with naysay¬ 
ing outsiders that lofted Paul to 
victory. 

McConnell’s campaign man¬ 
ager this time around? The same 
one Paul used. His new public 
posture toward Paul? Indulgent, 


sometimes even adulatory. He 
joined Paul for a portion of that 
marathon filibuster, egging him 
on. 

McConnell doesn’t fear a po¬ 
tential Democratic run by Ashley 
Judd. He fears being “prima- 
ried” - the menacing verb that 
was popularized by the 2010 
and 2012 elections, signifying the 
threat that a state’s restive Re¬ 
publican voters will pick a Rich¬ 
ard Mourdock over a Richard 
Lugar. That’s Cornyn’s dread, 
too. He’s also up in 2014. 

And so someone like Paul (who, 
by the way, voted for Kerry’s 
confirmation) sets the tone. I also 
wonder if he’s modulating his 
own, as some long-term strategy 
moseys into his thinking. 

Yes, his recent questioning of jail 
time for marijuana arrests isn’t 
a certain winner, but it’s not a 
surefire loser, either. And his immi¬ 
gration speech last week, which 
called for a path to citizenship 
without quite calling it that, sug¬ 
gested a fresh calibration and 
sensitivity. 

But his past brims with statements 
and stands that make him an 
unhelpful mascot for his party. 
He’d be a skunk in a presidential 
primary and a quixotic, doomed 
nominee. 

He has railed erroneously about 
the Clean Water Act’s effect on 
his toilets, indelicately quibbled 
with aspects of the Civil Rights 
and Americans With Disabilities 
Acts, and carped about the 
“nanny state” in relation to seat- 
belt laws. Yes, seat-belt laws. 

His distaste for government is so 
deep you wonder how he can 
bear to work there. He’s like a 
vegan who has chosen to sup 
at a steakhouse, though I guess 
that’s the point. Now that he has 
access to the kitchen, he can 
filibuster the filet, stall the sirloin 
with nuisance amendments, and 
leave diners with only a side of 
spinach, and maybe an iceberg 
wedge. 

It’s a crazy salad he’s serving, no 
matter how it’s currently dressed.

expand their trimming. 
While women have ap¬ 
peared in ads for Gillette 
throughout its century-plus 
history, the newest cam¬ 
paign is the first time that 
the brand has used them 
not just in support roles, but 
rather as spokeswomen. 
“Outside of Hollywood 
and sports you can’t get a 
look at what a normal guy 
is doing in terms of body 
grooming,” said Mang, of 
Gillette, adding that high¬ 
lighting women with a 
range of preferences helps 
guide men. “This is a way of 
him having an opportunity 
to see what the landscape 
can look like to make his 
decision of what he wants 
to do."Q
